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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a method and device to adjust a hearing aid for varying environmental situations by 
manually inputting a desired setting by the hearing aid user. Independent claim 1 identifies the 
uniquely distinct feature of a method of automatically calculating a new characteristic curve 
family for a plurality of environmental situations initiated by manually inputting an initial 
desired setting by the hearing aid user in combination with all the disclosed limitations of claim 
1. Independent claims 7, 13 and 14 identify the uniquely distinct feature of a device for 
automatically calculating a new characteristic curve family for a plurality of environmental 
situations initiated by manually inputting an initial desired setting by the hearing aid user in 
combination with all the disclosed limitations of claims 7, 13 and 14. (See applicants remarks 
page 8, line 3 to page 1 1, line 10 of amendment C). The closest prior art, Mangold et al. (US 
4972487) teaches a auditory prothesis with datalogging capability for manually or automatically 
changing programs or settings but fails to teach automatically calculating a new characteristic 
curve family due to a change initiated by the user in changing environmental conditions and 
Levitt et al. (US 4731850) discloses a programmable hearing aid to automatically switch 
programs based on the changing environmental situation but fails to teach automatically 
calculating a new characteristic curve family due to a change initiated by the user in changing 
environmental conditions. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent claims 
obvious.
